Of course, financial, institutions 


must make a charge for their ser- 
vices, whereas insurance companies 
emphasize that they make no special 
charge for their services.

anteed to the extent of 3 per cent in 
homo companies and S 1-2 per cent 
in otner companies and you will find 
that over a period covering many 
years, the actual return upon such 
trust funds by insurance companies 
varies from. 4 to 4 1-2 per cent and 
even 5 per cent." 
"Snch a trust becomes operative 
' immediately upon the death of the 
insured without any formalities what- 
ever.

"Under a banking institution tbe 


fund is segregated from all the other 
funds held by tho trustees, and 
is 


invested in securities belonging to 
that fund alone.
